GENTLEMEN:— In offering myself as a candidate 
for your suffrages I deem it Incumbent on mo 
to state that If returned to serve you in tho Dominion 
Parliament I shall give an earnest support to the 
Liberal-Conservative party, led by Sir John A. Mac- 
donald. At the same time I shall not sup]>ort that or 
any other party vJho may fail to fulfil tho condi- 
tions of the Terms of Union and tho Carnarvon 
Settlement. 

Railway Construction has been unnecessarily de- 
layed by Mr. Mackenzie's Government, and tho fair 
fame of Canada has been tarnished by the failure of 
that Government to fulfil tho obligations contained 
In the Carnarvon Settlement and the Tonus of Union. 
The line from Esquimau to Nanaimo should be built 
and construction on the Mainland commenced atonce. 
As to the adoption of any particular route for tho 
Railway, we can only suggest. There Is no doubt, In 
my mind, that the route by way of Bute Inlet to Es- 
quimau is tho most desirable from a national and 
economic standpoint. 1 shall not fall to urge that fact 
upon the attention of tho Canadian Government and 
Parliament; but should I fail to conviuco thorn of tho 
advantages of the Buto-Esquimalt route over all 
others, i shall favor tho immediate prosecution of 
work on the line wherever It may bo located. Over- 
land communication Is of tho utmost importance to 
this Province. DELAY MEANS STAGNATION, and 
British Columbia should be tho last to place in Cana- 
da's hands an excuse for further delaying tho com- 
mencement of railway construction, by insisting on 
the reopening of the surveys, when a memorial lias 
Just been passed by tho Local Parliament demanding 
immediate commencement of the railway. 

Isolated as we are, 1 consider tho Canadian Tariff 
linsultcd to this Province. That Tariff was accepted 
hj British Columbia in 1S72 in the anticipation of the 
early commencement of railway construction. That 
anticipation not having been realized, I shall press 
upon the notice of Canada tho Importance of granting 
the Province the right to regulate its own tariff until 
tiie completion of the railway.

Mr. Justice Gray gave a very elab- 
orate decision yesterday in the Supreme 
Court declaring the Chinese Tax Bill, 
passed by the local legislature last ses- 
sion, to be unconstitutional and void. 
The decision arose out of an applica- 
tion made by Taj Soong, a Chinese 
merchant doing business in this city, 
for an injunction to restrain J. Ma- 
guire, collector of the Chinese tax, 
from selling certain goods seized for 
non-payment of tho tax. The harned 
judge very carefully reviewed tho cir- 
cunstances leading up to the case, and 
alluded at somo length to the exper- 
ience of California in connection with 
Chinese immigration. Having dilated 
on tUo effect of the operation of the 
Act he decided it to be unconstitution- 
al, because it interferes with the au- 
thority reserved to the Dominion Gov- 
ernment as to tho regulation of trade 
and commerce, the rights of alien* ami 
the treaties of tho empire, and because 
it interferes with the foreign as well as 
the internal trade of tho country. 
This being the case, the Act is entirely 
beyond tho powers of the local legisla- 
ture. When the Bill was first intro- 
duced by the Attorney-General, it will 
be remembered The Colonist pointed 
out wherein it was unconstitutional 
and predicted that it -would be upset 
the very first time, it was taken into 
a court of law. The Government, 
however, with a most culpable neglect 
declined to modify the Bill, or to adopt 
such means as would have rendered 
it constitutional. They were appar- 
ently resolved to ensure its disallow- 
ance, and to obtain that end filled it 
with clauses which for absurdity and 
injustice have, we may safely venture 
to state, never been equalled in any 
other Legislative Assembly. The Col- 
onist pointed out that tho Government 
were insincere in their protestations on 
behalf of the white laboring classes, 
and that the Bill was simply intended 
to dupe the workingmnn. This was so 
palpable that it was really a matter of 
surprise to many that the working 
classes did not petition the Government 
to abstain from doing their cause 
an injury by passing the Bill 
instead of alleviating their condition by 
introducing a constitutional measure. 
Tho Government were advised by the 
well-wishers of the working class ; but

ENTLEMEN:- -Having announced my intention 
omlng a Candidate for the representation 
of this District at the ensuing election for tho House 
of Common!), I may be permitted to explain mv views 
on the leading ipiestions allotting this Province. 

1st— I believe that while we have a grievance against 
the Government nf Canada for the non-fulfilment of 
Terms of Union, it would bo highly injudicious on the 
part of the representatives from tliis Province to form 
a positive adhesion to either of the great political par- 
ties into which tho Eastern Provinces are divided for 
the following rea-:ons: 1st, because many of the ques- 
tions which divide them have no existence among us; 
2nd, because neither our people nor representatives 
can feel that interest In their politics which we other- 
wise would have done had Canada honorablv endea- 
vored to fulfil the railway obligations which she vol- 
untarily incurred when we entered tho Union. Enter- 
taining this view, I shall, If elected, accord to tho 
Government of the day a hearty support should their 
policy and actions indicate an immediate active, en- 
ergetic commencement at:d continuous construction 
of tho Canadian Pacific Rril.vay through British Col- 
umbia, 

Should Sir John A. Macdonald and party return to 
power, I should feel bound, if elected, to "render him 
a hearty support in order that ho may have a real op- 
portunity of carrying out the grand scheme of a trans, 
continental railway across our own territory, and 
which was provided for In tho Terms of Union .which 
Ilia Government negotiated with this Province. 

Under the Terms of Union certain Orders In Council 
wore passed by the Government of tho Dominion de- 
claring Esqulmalt to be tho terminus of tho Canadian 
Paeifle Railway, and a Reservation of the Public hands 
from Esqulmalt to Seymour Narrows, known as the 
20-mile belt, was applied forhv the Dominion Govern' 
ment and received by them from th; Local Govern- 
ment and regarded as a portion of the Canadian Pari- 
He Railway to all Intents and purposes. 

The Agricultural, Coal Mining and other interests 
would bo promoted by the construction of the Island 
section as part of the racific Railway— the immediate 
prosecution of which would bring into active business 
life the entire section traversed. Farm products would 
Hud a ready market, labor of all kinds would bo In de- 
mand, and as a consequence business would revive 
throughout tho Province and confidence would again 
ho restored. 

Should, however, the Dominion Government find it 
impossible to retain Esquimau as the terminus of the 
Railway on account of engineering dllilcultlcs, I would 
insist on an equitable indemnity for the whole lino 
from Esquimau to Soymour Narrows, as being Justly 
due to Vancouver Island for the serious loss which we 
have sustained from the public lands between those 
two points having been locked up for such a lengthen- 
ed period from pre-emptldn, settlement ami develop- 
ment. 

1 would urge the necessity of more frequent mail 
communication throughout tho District and Province 
generally, and would use my most earnest endeavors 
to obtain direct mail communication between Nanai- 
mo and New Westminster, and would also do my ut- 
most to obtain immediate Telegraphic communication 
between Nanaimo, Victoria and the other large ship- 
ping port of Burrard Inlet. 

With regard to the Tariff question I entirely dis- 
agree with those who think that a variety of interests 
must necessarily conflict with eaeli other." On tho con- 
trary, I maintain that the greater the number of In- 
terests we have in this district actually at work 
developing our varied resources the more' certain arc 
we of progression. I believe, therefore, that the tariff 
can bo so readjusted as to be equitable to nil, without 
increasing the present revenue tariff. 

With regard to public and other buildings, such as 
a Drill Hall, etc., I would advocate that Nanaimo be 
placed upon an equal footing with the other cities of 
tho Province. I will endeavor to visit every part of 
the District and will hold meetings, of which due no- 
tice will he given. 

And, finally, should you favor mo with your confi- 
dence, 1 can assure you that twentv vears' residence 
in tho Province— IS of which have been In tho midst 
of your district— has enabled mo to form conclusions 
which are more likejv to be used to your advantage 
than can be expected from any other person who 
interests and residence arc outside of vour district.

Chong vs. John Maguirc— Mr. 

_, Q.C., and Mr. Rohcrtson, Q.G., 

appeared for tho plaint ift'.nntl the Attorney 
Goncral, instructed by Mr. E. Harrison, 
jr., for the defendant. 

His Honor said that at the request of 
counsel for tlte defendant tho court was 
adjourned until to-day in order to afford 
counsel an opportunity to show why de- 
fendant should not bo punished for con- 
tempt in neglecting to oboy an order issu- 
ed by the Court on Monday last. 

Mr. llobortson then applied for a rule 
absolute for attachment for contempt, and 
showed that notwithstanding a notico had 
been served on Maguirc, wlvisinj- him of 
tho fact that an order had been issued 
from the court restraining him from sell- 
ing certain goods seized from Chinese 
merchants in payment for taxes, ho con- 
tinued to sell the goods ; and that after 
tho order itself had been presented to him 
lie also continued to soil, receive money 
for the goods and deliver them to purchas- 
ers. The learned counsel read the affi- 
davit of Samuel Perry Mills, setting forth 
these facts, and contended that the mo- 
ment an order falls from the lips of a 
judge it takes effect, and that it is not 
necessary to wait until it can bo drawn 
up. Ho quoted copiously from "Joyce on 
Injunctions," and from a decision given by 
Lord VVcstbury to show that such is the 
case, and said that if it werootherwiso tho 
very action an injunction might be in- 
tended to prevent would bo performed by 
tho party to be restrained during the time 
which must necessarily elapse between tho 
actual announcement of an order by tho 
court and its being drawn up. It could 
not bo contended by thodefondant that he 
had received no notico of the injunction, 
nor could it be held that ho had reason- 
able grounds for disbelieving that an order 
had been issued from the court. 

His Honor here commented on tho ex- 
traordinary conduct of .tho defendant in 
selling the goods two days before tho date 
advertised, having a previous knowledge 
that an application was to bo made to the 
court for an injunction and that, during 
the vory time he was holding tho salo, 
argument was going on in court as to tho 
application. The fact of tho salo having 
boon precipitated originally- appeared to 
His Honor to bo a most extraordinary and 
dangerous proceeding. 

Mr. Robertson having quoted further 
to show that tho announcement of an ord- 
er is the date of its delivery said that if 
His Honor felt satisfied that the order had 
been made, of which, of course, thero was 
no doubt, and if lie felt assured that notico 
of the order had been properly served on 
tho defendant, and that subsequent- 
ly tho order itself was served ; if his 
Honor felt assured of tlicso points, and 
that tho defendant, notwithstanding the 
order of tho Court, continued to sell the 
goods in question, then he contended that 
tho rule applied for should bo granted. 

Mr. Walkem urged that there was 
nothing to show that the defendant had 
intentionally disobeyed tho"6rder of the 
Court and read an affidavit put in by the 
defendant to show that ho had attempted 
to recover tho notices served on Wing 
Chong, -which stated thatho would hold the 
gale of distrained Roods on . Wednesday, 
the 25th inst. Failing, however, to re- 
cover the printed notice, lie (defendant) 
had written out 18 notices stating that 
the salo would take place on tho 23d, and 
had posted them throughout the city, 
placing two of them 'on promises on Cor- 
morant street. The reason for altering 
the date was because that defendant had 
learned that a notice of live days of the 
sale was necessary instead of seven. On 
application to him (Mr. Walkem) the 
defendant had been informed on the 
moraine of the sale that no compromise 



fondant's belief at tho time; but he con- 
tended that any person of ordinary intel- 
ligence must bo taken to believe tho injunc- 
tion had issued from tho Court. Ho then 
alluded to tho change of date of sale and 
said that although the chango was strango 
no explanation of it had been attempted 
by defendant. Ho did not think that it 
could be inferred, after defendant's inter- 
view on the morning of tho sale, that he 
was ignorant of tho application to bo or 
being made on that day for an injunction. 
If dofendant was in such a stato of ignor- 
ance, what occasioned his conversation on 
tho subject with the Attorney-General ( 
He (Mr. R.) contended that tho defend- 
ant having disobeyed tho order of tho 
Court, wilfully or otherwise, was punish- 
able for contempt. If wilfully, the pun- 
ishment should be lighter than if in ig- 
norance. In any event contempt has 
boon committed, for it could not bo "con- 
tended that the order of tho Court had 
been obeyed. If tho defendant really did 
not believe tho order issued from the 
Court, was ho not bound to adjourn the 
salo half-an-hour in order that ho might 
ascortain whether his belief was correct 
or not ? His remark made to Mr. Mills, 
" Ah! you've come too lato," boro the 
construction that he was expecting to re- 
ceive an order from tho Court. Tho de- 
fendant had not distinctly contradicted 
the positive statement in Mr. Mills' affi- 
davit that he sold several chests of tea, 
etc., after tho notico was served on him; 
but only said ho did not think Mr. Mills 
was correct. Mr. Mills, however, gave 
tho name of Mr. Nicholson, of Johnson 
street, as one of tho persons who pur- 
chased a chest of tea after the order was 
served. Tho learned counsel contended 
that tho affidavit of Mr. Mills in this re- 
spect was entitled to greater consideration 
than the indistinct explanation made by 
tho defendant of a very awkward fact he 
found ill his way. Other goods were, 
moreover, given back to Chinamen after 
tho order was served on payment to de- 
fendant of sums duo for taxes, and goods 
had been handed by defendant, after his 
admitted knowledge of the order, to par- 
tics who had bought them before tho or- 
der had arrived. In all these instances 
contempt had been committed. He (Mr. 
R.) asked the Court to bo guided by tho 
case of Forbes, which came directly under 
tlie notice of His Lordship a few months 
since, and on the authority of which there 
could bo no possible question that tho de- 
fendant Maguiro had been guilty of very 
gross contempt. Tho argument of tho 
Chinese firms whose goods had been 
seized was that they had a right to 
test tho legality of tho Tax Bill; but 
the proceedings had been materially in- 
terfered with by the conduct of tho de- 
fendant. 

His Honor said that he would take 
time to mature his decision as tho case 
was of more than ordinary importance. 
He was prepared to admit that the affi- 
davits put in to-day altered considerably 
his original impression as to defendant's 
conduct. It seemed strange to his Honor, 
however, that neither counsel had produc- 
ed tho affidavit of Mr. Nicholson as to tho 
time he bought the chest of tea, alluded 
to by Mr. Mills, from the defendant. His 
Honor would allow tho security already 
accepted for the sum of 8950 to continue 
good until tho further order of the court. 

Tai Song «£ J Maguirc— An application 
for an injunction restraining defendant 
from selling goods the property of plaintiff 
seized for tax imposed under the Local 
Chinese Tax Act. 

His Honor read a lengthy and very 
elaborate judgment in tho causo deciding 
that the act interferes with the authority 
reserved to the Dominion Government as 
to tho regulation of trade and commerce 
and tho rights of aliens and tho 
treaties of tho empire. It interferes with 
the foreign as well as tho internal trade 
of tho country and in its practical effect 
would operate" as an absolute prohibition 
to intercourse with the Chinese. The act 
is entirely beyond the powers of tho local 
legislature and is therefore unconstitu- 
tion and void. The application of the plain- 
tiff must therefore bo granted.

DELAYED fSPATGHES. 

WEST IN DIES. 
New York, Sept. 23.— Tho recent 
storms in the West Indies, according 
to letters received, did immense dam- 
age. At Port ail-Prince the govern- 
ment works are entirely destroyed. At 
Jacmel the high sea broke up and de- 
stroyed all small vessels at anchor and 
warehouses on the shore, while goods 
on tho wharves were washed away, in- 
cluding 500,000 pounds of logwood be- 
longing to various owners. On tho 
other side of tho town the rise in the 
river swept away several houses. The 
hurricane also destroyed the entire 
eotl'eo and cocoa crops. Five vessels 
riding at anchor were driven ashore. 
At Aux Cayes, in less than three hours, 
•134 houses were destroyed ; also a 
powder magazine, and the court liouso 
and other public buildings. A large 
number of persons were killed and 
wounded. At Aquin 18G houses were 
swept away, and in Cavaillon only four 
houses remain. Many lives are report- 
ed lost. The sea rushed over the town 
of St. Louis and swept nearly every- 
thing away, burying men, women and 
children in its course. La Grandeauso 
was nearly swept out of existence, and 
at Jereniie only 20 houses remain and 
several vessels* were driven ashore. At 
Covail 40 houses were demolished. In 
tho country districts tho hurricane de- 
stroyed nearly every plantation. At 
Trinidad ships, steamers, lighters and 
other crafts were swept ashore. 

Havana, Sopt. 23. — Advices from 
Santo Domingo announce the success of 
revolutionists and the capitulation of 
President Gonzales, and his departure 
from the country on the 2d inst. for 
Curacoa. The revolutionists entered 
Santo Domingo the same day the presi- 
dent departed, when a provisional gov- 
ernment was organized, Jacinto de Cas- 
tro being its president. The electoral 
colleges were ordered to commence on 
the 5th inst, with tho object of pro- 
ceeding to the election of a new presi- 
dent. Gen. Lupeoon is the most popu- 
lar candidate.

the Kyoukouk Kiver. The farthest 
point we reached North-east of Nulato, 
was about twenty-five miles this side of 
tho Arctic Circle, beyond which the 
sun does not rise in the wintor and 
does not sot in the summer. 

the first white man 
That had ever visited tho dwellings of 
tho Kyoukouk in 1876 ran great risk 
of falling a victim to their vindictivo- 
ness. It appears that a chief with 
whom he had been traveling fell sud- 
denly dead. His men, imagining that 
their chief had been killed by tho 
American trader, and instigated by 
their shamoii, followed the trader in 
close pursuit; but fortunately thoy 
woro not able to shed human blood. In 
tho summer of 1851 a sadder tragedy 
was enacted by the same Indians ; a 
British Lieutenant Barnard arrived at 
Nulato, in search of Sir John Frank- 
lin ; just at tho time that tho Kyou- 
kouks were plotting the killing of the 
Nulato Indians, and the plundering of 
the fort, A general slaughter took 
place, the unfortunate Lieutenant was 
mortally wounded by arrows, and died 
a few hours after in excruciating tor- 
ments. His mortal remains repose be- 
hind the fort, where a few melancholy- 
looking crosses record his fatal end and 
that of tho other victims of Indian 
cruelty. The British Government has 
so far done nothing to reward tho de- 
votodness of that brave soldier ; it does 
not look honorable, dees it ? Tho Ky- 
oukouk Indians spared the lives of a 
few women and children, so that the 
Tikaitski tribe is not extinct and is 
again on the increase. Dall, in his 
book on Alaska, has a few romantic 
particulars which his prolific imagina- 
tion produced in addition to the facts ; 
these facts arc still living in the minds 
of all thoso that dwell around Nulato. 
He also appears to lay tho blame on 
Lieutenant Barnard as if the latter had 
been the cause of the massacre. The 
cause of such a strange and false accu- 
sation cannot be explained except by 
some anti-British feeling lurking in the 
corner of his heart; there is no telling 
through what labyrinths of nonsense 
people will wander when patriotism 
takes the lead. I might adduce some 
ridiculous assertions of his against tho 
Hudson Bay Company, but such mat- 
ters are too remote from my subject, 
and I return to my mission on the 
Kyoukouk River. 

Tho mercury on the day wo left 
Nulato marked 10" (22° freezing). It 
was cold. Tho ice of tho Youcon was 
solid, and a foot of snow covered the 
whole country as far as the eyo could 
reach. There was talking, shouting, 
howling of dogs, and a tremendous con- 
fusion until, upon the signal given, tho 
dogs started, dragging the sleds and 
making it awfully difficult to us to fol- 
low them. I shall, I hope, be ablo to 
explain to you verbally what an ardu- 
ous task it is to run, out of breath, 
through the snow, and to keep pace 
with dogs in the excitement of a first 
start, Let then tho North wind blow 
and howl, let the snow fall and the frost 
crystalizc' the Youcon to a solid mass 
of ice; in spite of all this the running 
missionary is soon in a hot perspiration 
and necessitated to throw off his parka. 
His parka ? A few words are needed 
to describe our dress : A pair of boots 
made by Indians out of deer skin, and 
well stuffed with hay or straw, a pair 
of trowsers of moose skin, with the 
lower end tucked in the boots ; a parka 
or outer coat of deer skin, with no 
other opening than the one at the top, 
to let tho head pass, and which parka is 
provided with a hood, as a protection 
for the head, and finally a fur cap with 
ear-laps so arranged that they protect 
the neck. Such was tho picturesque 
dress under which no one would have 
recognized the Bishop of Vancouver 
Island. Tho first day we made about 
30 miles in 5 hours and 45 minutes. 
Before reaching BolsKoi Gore (by moun- 
tain) where we slept, we passod a 
dangerous place, betwoen the bank and 
the water of the river, tho current of 
which had prevented its freezing over: 
the crust of ice over which we travelled 
for a pretty good distance was hardly 
25 feet between a steep bank to the left 
and the foaming, roaring current to the 
right. But, thanks be to God, I es- 
caped safe and unhurt that danger 
and a great many more which I 
encountered in this country. The fol- 
lowing day we reached the mouth of the 
Kyoukouk river which empties into the 
Youcon. Thero we saw huge blocks of 
ice standing up one against the other, 
or piled upon one another's top and op- 
posing to usa harrier difficult to cross ; 
but we had to get through, and after 
an hour's delay, caused by the falling 
and breaking of one of our four sleighs, 
we succeeded in passing that importune 
obstruction. To account for this cu- 
rious phenomenon you must know that 
the ice does not close up the Youcon 
like a lake which quietly and placidly 
allows its surface to crystallize ; The 
noble river does not brook that attempt 
against its liberty, and the impetuosity 
of its current bids defiance to the 
shackles which the North wind pre- 
pares for it. It is along the banks of 
the Youcon, where the current is slack, 
and on its tributaries that the first ice 
is formed and carried down by the cur- 
rent to the sea. Wherever there is a 
short bend, or a sandbank, or the 
mouth of a tributary, ice-cakes meet 
each other and come clashing into col- 
lision, then the water rises, overflows 
its banks, roots up shrubs nnd trees, 



and not seldom cuts a new channel, 
through which it may flow with more 
liberty. 

But sometimes the barrier of ice has 
to yield, and the victorious current 
sweeps it down, boiling and steaming, 
until another obstacle stops it, and then 
a scene of wild confusion takes place, 
ice cakes are piled upon ice cakes, solid 
towers 30 feet high, arc built in a few- 
hours, the frost solders them altogether 
into one solid crust, the snow fills up 
the deepest cavities, and the Youcon 
is imprisoned for 6 or 7 months. 

I visited about a dozen Bdrrdgarrds 
and instructed the occupants of each 
except tho shamdh who, with his three 
wives, gave me a very poor reception. 
I am inclined to think that my visit 
and my instructions made, with Cod's 
grace, a good impression upon the sav- 
age minds of these benighted Indians. 

In one Barragarra a man bent down 
by tho weight of years addressed mo as 
follows, making a marked impression of 
surprise on tho traders whom I accom- 
panied; "You have spoken well," said 
ho, with all tho appearance of sincere 
conviction; "all you have told us is true. 
Wo all believe it. My heart has thought 
on all this a long time; I have even en- 
deavored to do what you teach us to do 

but thoro is ono thing which, T confess; 

I have never done; I havo never prayed 
to God." 

The Kyoukouk country is almost an 
unbroken succession of lakes and rivers. 
On one of the latter the ice was not 
solid enough to carry our sleighs and we 
took a cold bath. At another place we 
glidod down the bank of the Kyoukouk 
river with a velocity hardly inferior to 
that of railroad cars. Our sleigh was 
upset and broken, I was flung into the 
air and fell on a soft bed of snow, and 
my Russian companions came down the 
bank in a recumbent position. Nobody 
was hurt. 

But our narrowest escape was at the 
farthest point we readied on the Kyou- 
kouk river; there I was quickly advanc- 
ing with the first sleigh of our Canadian 
trader when wo heard loud shouts bo- 
hind us: "Shorn! shorn* uprod/" (Hurry 
uy! Go ahead!) looking back we saw 
the Russian in the greatest excitement, 
making sign for us to advance: lie had 
seen the crust of ice slowly bending 
under the weight of our sleigh. Then 
there was a cracking of the ice; the 
sleigh that had followed ours was push- 
ed to the right, and we beheld the crust 
over which we had just passed disap- 
pear in four pieces oil' into the current of 
the river, which at that place must be 
more than 30 feet deep. But, thanks 
to the prayers so numerously and fer- 
vently offered up for my preservation 
I escaped unhurt, 

I eoncludo this brief sketch, hoping 
to give you a fuller and better descrip- 
tion.
